PROGRAM REVIEW On October 12th about 30 members and guests were entertained by 
a report from K. 0. Lerner, K9PVW concerning the new Phase III develonvments for 
Oscar 9. Mr. Lerner who resides in Kokomo was well informed 6n the lstest pro- 
gress of the new Oscar satellite, having recently returned from conferences and 
inspection trips held at \ashington, the Midwest and the Pacific Coast locations 
whtare the work is done. He illustrated his talk with slides taken on these trinvs. 
T> start the talk he gave a brief history of the development of the satellite 
program, beginning with the first piggy-back Oscars I, II, and III, Oscar V 
was the first of Phase II oscars which most of us are more or less familiar with 
Osears VI, VII, VIII, were the first to carry solar cells and could be tracked 
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in their own orbit making for much easier communications. Now the program is in 
Phase III and Oscar IX will have the whole bit. with computor controlled flight 
and longer times available for cormunication with the Northern hemishbhere. all 
of this coming from a triangular shaped piece of avvaratus only one meter from 
tip to tip. This is the result of many dedicated people working together. beside 
the technical side, Mr. Lerner was well versed in the operational aspnects of the 
future developments and most of the expanded facilities including amateur TV 
There was a lot of discussion of this side of the operation as many of those 
attending were hoping to become involved in this part of amateur radio. Lowell 
Lowary, W9BZ followed with a talk about the practical side of the use of the 
Oscar functions. Lowell pointed out that the equipment needed to use the sate- 
llite is neither exotic or unusally expensive and is available. Antennas are 
somewhat complicated in that they must rotate in two directions to keep the sat- 
ellite in range. Lowell has plenty of QSL cards to prove this point. His own 
aerial is only a modest height above his roof and is homebrew. He hopes tohave 
more club members interested in the coming year.

Dr. Miller res- 
ponded with the usual acceptance speech, but also gave us a late report from 
Geneva on what is happening in the WARC conference. Alvey Pittman , W9EL, then- 
presented les Murphy, N9AJM who in turn gave us a very down to earth slide show 
on the life and times in Pakistan. These pictures were taken on Wes's stay of 
several months in the country. Wes's pictures and comments were revealing of ‘the 
everyday life of those people who live almost without water in a desert atmos 
phere, also the contrast of those who in the mountain areas to the north where 
there is water was certainly apparent. Having known several Pakastians who have 
come to this country to live I was greatly interested in comparing their comment 
with those by Wes. This was a real good show and I believe a good time was had 
by all.
